He said Kapitsa had voiced in the 
name of the Soviet leadership that Hi$ 
Highness the Amir Shdkb Jaber AI 
Ahmed Al &bah would respeud to the 
invitation for visiting the Soviet Union 


as soon as possible. 

Sheikh &bah said he assured the 
Soviet delegation of the strong and 
positive relations between the two 
countries, existing before the peres- 
troika. 

Shifting to another issue. Sheikh 
Sabah they discussed the situation 
in Afghanistan following the withdr- 
avral of Soviet troops, stressing theneed 


for bringing an end to the lighting bet- 
ween the A fghan people themseKes.

Violence spreads to Yerevan 

T roops fan out in Azerbaijan 


MOSCOW, Jan 17, (Agencies): 
Soviet troops fanned out across 
Azerbaijan today to quell fitt- 
ing between Armenians and 
Azeris marked by an orgy of 
stabl^gs, beatinp and bnrn- 
ings. 

Officials said troops sent in by 
Moscow under an emergency 
decree took up positions in the 
main trouble spots and had 
. already curbed the tension, des- 
pite rt^blocks set up by militant 
Azeris outsideinajorAznMjaiii 

^ties. 

Eyewitness accounts of a wedc 
of coafroqtation in tbe Soviet 
Uoion'^ iktsp south said Azeris 
h^ hurled Anaenians oat of 
windows, stabbed them, clubbed 
them arid burned them to death, 
mostly in tbe Azerbaijaru capital, 
Baku. 

Soviet army. Interior Minmtry 
and KGB tro(^ have been given . 
dearence to nre on Armenian 
and Azerbaijani Tnilitants to 
defend themselves and to protect 
ofTicial aims caches-, centra! 
televisioii said today. 

CJflkials said to&y m<m fopi 
CCS may~be sent to Azerbaijan to 
stop the ragmg dvfl war, but tbe — 
violence spread to the Aimemw 
cafMtal where desperate Armen- 
ians raided police stations in a 
wild hunt for weapons. 

Inside Azerbaijan, the' full- 
scale battles betwi^ Armenians 
uul Azerbaijanis raged for a fiflh 
day with no signs of abati^ in 
what army generals are calling a 
civil war in tbe Transcaucaus on 
the Soviet Union's southern rim. 

In an ominous escalation of 
the two-year conflict, the two 
e thni c communities have formed 
self-defence brigades and are 
using sophisticated weapo^ 
captured or stolen from me 
military. 

The two sides have deployed 
with armoured personnel 
carriers, surface-to-air rockets, 
machine-guns and even 
unmarked helicopters. 

“The situation is not worsen- 
ing but it is bad enough already," 
said Yuri Grimitsidkn, aFordgn 
Ministry spokesman. 

He said 11,000 troops had 
been sent and were taking up 
positions “where they are needed 
— where battles are going on — 
to separate the warring sides."

Author (jefends Quran in comics 

Police halts news conference 


TUNIS, Jan 17, (Reuter): Tunisian 
author and journalist Youssef Sed- 
dik defended bis comic strip Quran 
today at a news conference which 
ended abruptly when plainclothes 
policemen whisked h™ up to his 
hotel room and held hi™ intxnmnmi- 
icado. 

Seddik. whose work has been con- 
demned ^ a Kuwaiti theok^ian and 
by Tunisia's Supreme Isiaouc Coun- 
cil. was able to make a statement in 
which he said the Kuwaiti was 
incompetent and the Timirian body 
had judged the book without study^ 
ingit. 

But when be bvited journalists to 


ask questions over coffee in Tunis’s 
Africa Hotel, six plainclothes 
pohoemen took him upstain and 
pievented reporters from seeing him. 

A representative of Tunisia's 
League for the Defence of Human 
Rights described the inddent as a 
scmtdal. 

But a Tunisian usually 

resident in Paris, lain- told Reutere 
by tel^one the authorities were 
worried there might be an incident 
and he conadered the affair dosed. 

The author, whose book “if tlw 
(Juran had bera told to me" has just 
appeared on the French maiket, said 
Mohammed Fawa Paidullah, the 


director of Islamic studies at Kuwait 
University was ignorant of the 
subject be teaches. 

Faidullah, in an interview with a 
Kuwaiti newspaper last week, said 
Seddik's work was heretical and tbe 
author had been recruited' by tbe 
aiemies of Islam.

Arafat to quit if 
peace bid fails 

CAIRO, Jan 17, (Reuter): Palestin- 
ian leadN Yasser Arafat said in an 
interview published today he would 
resira if current moves to settle tbe 
conflict with Israel failed. 

He told tbe Egyptian weekly 
political review Al^ussawar that 
unless progress was made he would 
convene a meeting of tbe PNC, to 
hand over his Fcsponribilities. 

“If current peace efforts readi a 
dead end, 1 wiB call for a meeting of 
the PNC ... and immediately 
announce my resignation," said 
Arafat, chairman of the PLO and 
piesideiic of seif-dedaied Pales- 
tinian state. 

“I will not be a toy in the 
Americans’ hands," be added.

Indo-Pak 
war likely 

Kashmir situation worsening 

Arab Times report 

ISLAMABAD, Jan 17: Highly informed somxxs have indicated the posdbility of a fonrfli war 
breaking oat *in die near fntnFe** between India and Pakistan over the sendtive issue of Kashmir. 

Sources died as indicators the on-going wave of violence and unrest in Jammu and Kashmir 
and the recently conduded Pakistani military manoeuvres, one of the big^t-ever. code-named 
Zart)-e-Moaiin (strike of the faithful). India ^so held similarmilitary exerdses near the Pakistani 
border last year. 

The sources also told the Arab Times that both the countries last week reinforced their forces along the 
line of control of the border, and they are on alert. 


Pakistan Army Chief of Staff 
General AsLam recently paid 
a surprise visit to Pakistani 
troops fadng their Indian coun- 
lerparts at the highest battlefleld 
of the world. Siacben glacier, in 
northern Kashmir. There have 
been intermittent battles over the 
disputed glader during tbe last 
three yea^ causing heavy losses 
on both rides. 

Sources pointed out that in the 
last 12 months Pakistan has 
been boosting its armed forces 
with sophisticated weapons 
ground-to-air missiles, sunace- 
to-surfacemissil»and F-16fld- 
terjqts. India has also test flredits 
latest Agni missile, which could 
be aimed at any target inside 
Pakistan. 

India and Pakistan have 
fought two of their three wars 
over the disputed Muslim- 
raajority state of Kashmir. Two 
thirds of Kstshmir is controlled 
by India and the rest by Pakistan . 

Tension between the two 
counb ies heightened when India 
accused Pakistan of supplying 
moral and material suj^rt to 
separatist groups fighting 
a^nst Indian control of Kash- 
mir. The Jammu and Kashmir 
Liberation Front wants an 
independent Kashmir or accede 
lo Pakistan. The JKLF is 
headquartered in Pakistan. 

Diplomatic sources in 
Islamab^ said Pakistan has 
taken "serious note” of tbe 
second Indian warning in a week 
over the situation in Kashmir, 
where at least 23 people havedied 
in a wave of unrest and anti- 
government protests. 

The latest Indian warning was 
prompted by a Pakistani 
statement expressing deep con- 
cern over violence in the strategic 
territory. 

The diplomatic sources poin- 
ted out that since the stalemate at 
the Afghan front the top-brass of 
Pakistan Army felt a bit 
demoralised and needs a moral 
booster, giving rise to apprehen- 
sions of another war. 

Diplomatic sources also 
emphasised that the minority 
governments of India and Pakis- 
tan are facing acute internal 
insurgency problems which call 
for a rituation where national 
uni 


governii^ bodies. 

l^kistan Prme Minister Ben- 
azir Bhutto has been facing a 
Beirut-like situation in the coun- 
try’s biggest city, Karachi, and a 
separatist nationalist movement 
in tbe southern province ofSind. 

India’s new Prime Minister 
V.P. Singh isyet to find a solution 
to the volatile situation in 
Jab, where Sikh militants have 
been wagi^ a guerrilla war for 
the formation of an independent 
Sikh state. Fresh trouble in 
Kashmir has furtlier aggravated 
the situation. 

Sources indicated that faced 
with the identical dicumstances 
of internal insurgencies. New 
Delhi and Islamal^ are likely to 
be compelled to start a fresh war.

Top coup plotter held 


MANILA, Jan 17, (Agencies): 
Philippine troo^ seized a top coup 
lexder from bis Manila hideout 
today, dealing what oflidals said was 
a major blow to anny dissideots* 
plans to launch a new rebellion. 

“We want refonns in governmenL 
In this bureaucracy, it is the small 
people who suffer ... 1 have no 
regrets,” cashiered navy Lieutenant- 
Commander Jaime Lucas told repor- 
ters after soldiers led by a woman 
oBicer arrested him before dawn. 

The govenunent listed Lucas as 
number four in tbe hierarchy of 
oflicers accused of organising a coup 
attempt against Presideot Corazoo 
Aquino last month. 

Lucas, who broke a leg trying to 
flee his captors, was the second coup 
leader to bedetaioed in four days and 
tbe third «"» tbe military announ- 
ced rewards toiaDing 1 1 .5 million 
pesos ($5 1 0,000) for tbe wanted plot- 
ters. 

The military said Lucas, with a 
price of one million pesos ($44,500) 
on his bead, was the operations 
officer of the December 1-7 rebellion, 
the sixth and most serious coup 
attempt against Aquino in her four 
years ID power. 

“We see this as a very big setback 
to their plans and programmes." 
Defence Secretary Fidel Ramos told 
a news conference. 

Meanwhile, Aquino today 
ordered the suspension of a provin- 
cia] governor for his alleged role in 
coupattempL

Usman Arif (Uttar 
Pradesh), Prof Nurul Hasan 
(Orissa), S. A. Wangma 
(Mizoram) and S JL. Bhatnagar 
(Sikkim). 

The governors of Andra 
Pradesh, Karnataka, Haryana 
and Na^and had resimed ye^ 
terday, the Jammu and Kashniir 
governor had sent in his lesigna- 
uon the day before. 

The resignation of the gover- 
nors evokM protests from the 
Congress (1) ruled state boyct- 
ments, Karnataka Chiu Mini- 
ster Veerendia Patil said in Gul- 
barga that as a matter of 
propriety the union government 
should have consult the state 
govenuneats tefore asking the 
governors to resign. 

Pondicherry Chief Minister 
M.O. H. Farook described tte 
move as “unfortunate” but said

Toll 23 in Dhaka 
ferry capsize 

DHAKA, Jan 17, (AP): Divers 
employed by relatives found 
sevenmore bodies, bringing to 23 
the number of people known to 
tove died when a ferry capdzed 
and sank, a newspaper reported 

Dhaka newspapers had said 
.between 100 and ISO people were 
thought to have drowned when 
the ferry sank on Sunday night 
The actual toll probably will 
never be known, since bodies are 
usually washed downstream. . 

Ateut 80 passengers are listed 
as missing. Surrivors of ferry 
accidents, which are common in 
Bangladesh, often swim ashore 
and walk away vrithout inform- 
ing the authorities. 

The Bangladesh Times, a 
government-owned English-lan- 
guage daily newspaper, said 
divers found seven bodies yester- 
day after a daylong search .

SAN ANTONIO, Jan 17, (AF): Tens of 
thousands of women in tbe Um'ted States 
diagnosed each year with chest and no 
agxm of heart disfase may be suflering from a 
treatable disorder of Che smalt arteries, a 
researcher said yesterday. 

Many of &ese women, who often 
experience mlensepain, are being treated for 
PQchiairic disotden because no physical 
symptoms can be found with conventional 
tests, said Dr Richard Cannon of the National 
Hea^ Lung and Blood Institutein Bethesda, 
MarylamL 

“Many have been mislabelled as nenrotic 
or hystencal women,” Cannon said. “ThQr 
truly have a omdrome.” 

Among their ^rmptoms is a condition Can- 
non ealig “sensitive heart,” in which they 
experience sharp {min when test probes are 
thn^ed into arteries near thdr hearts, 
^dinarily surii probes produce no pe^ 


Cannon said. He described his research at the 
American Heart Association's aniuial science 
writers' forum. 

His studies have shown that many of the 
patients are suffering from a disorder he calls 
microvascular an gitu*, in which blood flow 
may be blocked m very tiny arteries that 
nourish the heart. 

Tbe arteries are too smfdl to show up on 
angiograms, in which dye is injected into tbe 
Ip fyr coronary arteries to look for blockages, 
he said. The condition has sometimes been 
rf L\\t^ “Syndrome X,’'’because its cause was 
unknowiL 

Cannon said that about 100,000 people in 
the Unit^ States each year have (dtest pam, or 
anginft, with no evidence of blockage of the 
coronary arteries. Most are women. 

The condition may be common in men, too, 
but it occurs in age and later when 


many men already have developed coron^ 
artery blockages. Those blockages hide 
underlying microvascular an^na. Cannon 
said. 

A variety of treatments exist to relieve the 
pain. Cannon said. The treatments indude 
many of the standard bean drugs. 

The patients are identified in pan because 
they have reduced flow of blood to the heart, 
Ca^on said. 

Studies have shown that the patienis 
appear to have a disorder of the so-eaUed 
“smooth muscle*' in arteries. The smooth 
muscle causes arteries to tighten and relax as 
they help regulate blood pressure and blood 
flow. 

The patients are unusually sensitive to 
drugs that constrict the blood vessels, and 
somewhat insensitive to drop that relax 
blood vessels, Cannon said.

The darling of the govern- 
ment, he was allowed to keep 
living like a star, with two homes 
and two cars, oneamarocm Mer- 
cedes Benz. 

The skinny, chain-smoldng 
Hou, usually clad in black 
leather jacket and boots, is 
famous among Chinese on the 
mainland, Taiwan and Hong 
Kong for his Bob Dylan-influen- 
ced songs about so(^ concenis, 
such as the endangered pandas, 
and about the worries of youth. 

Strike 

He became known to Wester- 
ners in the ^al days of China’s 
student democrat movement 
last spring, when he and three 
friencte b^jsn a hunger strike in 
Tiaaanmeo Square to .protest 
martial law.

Big five to push truce, free polls 


PARIS, Jan 17, (AP): Thepermaneni memben of the UN Security Council have agreed to move quickly to 
seek a'ceasefire and free etetions in Cambodia under UN administration.^ 

The five countries concluded two days of meetings last night by setting out a 16-poini summary of 
principles;, focused on “an enhanced UN role” in bringiiigpeatt to Cambodia. , , 

Representatives of the United States, the Soviet Union, China, Britain and France are to meet again in 
New York in about two weeks, then again in late February in Paris to push the peace programme ahead ^ 
qujddy as possible. ^ - 'r 

“We’re at least gmng to make a strong try at it,” said a senior US official bnefittg reporters on condition of 
anonymity. “We’re not talkingaboutaprocessthatwouldtakeseveral years, bulit’sclear it will take several 

months.” 


The five countries said a 
special r^reseniative of UN 
Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar would be in charge of 
Uaited Nations activities in 
Cambodte during an unspecified 
trandiion period leading to dec- 
dons. 

They taiieri for “an effective 
UN presence" to assure internal 
secunV* apparratly a reference 
to a peaicek^ing force, it says 
the elections “must be conduct^ 
under ^rect.,UN administra- 
. tion**-. that 'Would- assure^/a'a 
neutral political environment ij). 
which no party would be advan- 
taged.” 


“An eudixting peace can only 
be aciueited through a compre- 
hensive political settlement, 
inducting the verified witbdr- 
av^ of foreign forces, a ceasefire 
and the cessation of outside 
military assistance,” the 
statement said. 

“Tbegoal should be sdf-detCT- 
mination' for the Cambodian 


people through free, fair and 
democratic el^ons. " 


Poinis set out in the statement 
do not deal with some of the most 
difficult issues — such as whether 
to dissolve the existing adminis- 
tration of Premier Hun Sen's 
Vletnamese-badked government 
or wliat to do do about Cam- 
bodia's .United Nations seat, 
currently held ^ the three-paxty 
guerrilla coalition led by Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk. 


The statement does not even 
refer directly to Hun Sen, Sihan- 
ouk or the Khmer Rouge.

It appeared to draw heavily 
from ideas floated by Australia 
and by US R^.

They added that the number 
would continue to increase as the 
bBid-lme communist government in 
Pyon^rang steps op a ctadidowD 
foDomog sweepin g moves toward 
neater democracy in Eastern 
Europe. 

The reports said South Korean 
inttUigence authorities bad verified 
throu^ defectors and “other sour- 
ces” teat teere has hero a sharp 
increase in the number of concentra- 
tion camps and political prisoners in 
North Korea in receot years. 

“The rituatioo fm North Korea) is 
much worse than that of the 
notorious Stalinist era in the Soviet 
Union,” tee Yonb^> news agency 
quoted one official as saying. 

Norte Korea conducted a nation- 
wide securiv check on its people in 
the late 19^ and hanighwl tens of 
thousands or“dangerons figures'* to 
concentration camps in remote 
mountain areas, the reports quoted 
tee officials as saying. * * 

“There were eight sndi camps in 
1982 but tee uumbmhas increased to 
12, and tee number of prisoners held 
there also iocicased from l(fSJ)00 to 
152,000," tee reports quoted one 
pfiieial as saying. 

Among those kept in the “dic- 
tatorial districtt’’ are several fonner 


North Korean cabinet ministers pur- 
ged in the 1980s, including Hong 
Sung Ryong and Kim Kyung Ryun.

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EMF hazard exaggerated: Shihab Eldin Transplant law awareness 

No scientific evidence available so far essential, SayS Specialist 


KUWAIT, Jan 17, (Kuna): A leadina 
Kuwaiti scientist argues that health 
hazards associated with exposure to power 
lines electromagnetic field (EMF) have 
been exaggeratM and dramatised by the 
media and he strongly contends the 
association is not necessarily causal. 

~ Or Adnand Shihab Hdin, a principal 
research scientist at the Kuwait Institute 
for Scientific Research, agrees, however, 
that there is **a theoretical possibility” that 
a small cancer risk could stem from 
exposure to EMF. 

Shihab Eldin ofTered the analysis when 
approached by Kuna to comment on a 
senes of articles published last June in the 
American weekly magazine, New 
Yorker,' which maintained that EMF 
exposure could be significantly hazardous 
to human health. 

Referring to the reported cancer risk in 
cases of exposure to EMF, Shihab Eldin 
stresses in his analysis that “the lilwlihood 
of such a theoretical possibility is small 
enough not to warrant any fears, concerns 
or additional actions at preseoL” 

He says further research is needed and is 
bdngcairied out to better understand and 
resolve the inconclusive findings of the few 
epidemiological studies that showed weak 
assodalion between EMF exposure and 
cancer. 

Qaims of such hazards, he emphasised, 
axe not proven or support^ by the totality 
the scientific evidence, research or 
known principles available so far.

Tbe New Yorker's’ articles were not the 
first to caution against hazards of sig- 
nificant risk to the public from expiosure to 
EMF near power lines or inside homes, as 
numerous reports had appeared in the 
media issuing similar warni ng s. 

Shihab Eldin said the risks referred to 
*The New Yorker’ articles by Paul 
Brouder, were based primarily on ”impv- 
tially selected few epidemiologic^ studies . 
that have shown some weak association 
between incidence rates of leukemia and 
other cancer and exposures, among certain 
groups of children and adults, to weak 
dectric and magnetic fields.” 

The articles overstressed the impor- 
tance, and the validity of these few early 
studies while discrediting or obscuring dl 
contrary evidence and re^ts from a host 
of Other epidemiological and experimental 
studies, he said. 

The Kuwaiti scientist also noted that the 
articles tinged the sdentiiic presentations 


with a dramatic and novel-like narration 
of proceedings of few court cases brought 
against power companies, which made the 
articles read “like a script for a new Holl- 
ywood movie.” 

Emphasising that association beoveen 
EMFexposureandrisk, whilenecessary, is 
not sufficient to prove “casuality”, Shihab 
Eldin said a number of other cnleria must 
be satisfied for an association to be casual. 

Among these are: strength of associa- 
tion, consistency, temporality (cause 
should precede effect in time) biological 
gradient, biological plausibility and 
coherence and experimental evidence. 

So far, none of these criteria, he went on. 
has been shown to be valid in case of EMF 
hazards. 

Most epidemiological studies carried 
out have shown no association between 
EMF exposure and cancer incidence rate 
outside the normal random statistical fluc- 
tuation within the confidence limits of 
these studies, he says. 

Shihab Eldin, citing his review of 
relevant scientific literature and private 
communications writh key specialists and 
experts concludes that: 

“Th«e is no proof that electroti^iKtic 
fields generated 1 ^ overiiedd power lines 
or domestic transmission lines and 
appliances operating within regularity 
links and/or manufacturer specification 
are harmliii to human health.

evidence linking EMFs with cancer neither 
among adults nor among children 
exposra. They have also failed to prove the 
most basic requirements of toxicology and 
carcinogenesis — namely, the existence of 
dose-response rdationship. 

“There is, however, still a very slight 
possibility, ba^ on few inco^usive 
epidemiological studies showing very 
weak association, tlat some people under 
‘some drcumstances may be eiq>osed to 
someadditionaJ small hazards frcw EMFs 
e»osure. We emphasise; small possibi&Q' 
ofsmall effect exst, but very improbable. 

“We must nevertiieless tie prudent mad 
wise. Present regulation regarding power 
line zones, wiring pf transmission line and 
appliance spednications, should be foll- 
owed and enforced, but unwarranted fear 
or ])anic diotdd be avoided. We must 
rememb er , after all, that life.is an electro- 
chemical process, that all living systems, 
including our bodies, depend for their 
proper functioning on the mteraction bet- 
ween chemical processes and electric 
currents. 

“The internal body EMFs at the cdl 
boundaries far exceed those resulting from 
exposure to power lines, transmission lines 
ai^ appliances, properiy used. The risk to 
society from electrocution resulting £rran 
misuse and malfunctioning of dectrical 
appliances and wiring, wm most likely 
prove to far exceed the risk from exposure 
to EMFs from power lines ajid smiriiances, 
if such risk is everdiscovered and proven.”

Jleeb Shuyookh residents happy with changes 


JLEEB Shuyookh Area has witnessed many good changes in construc- 
tional developownt during thepast decadeand a local dmly interviewed 
a number of residents to highlight their opinions and views on the area 
utilities and services. 

Rasbeed Jaber stated that Jleeb Shuyookh now is much better than 
before adding that projects and maintenance works have begun to show 
viafate signs of benefit.

He 
hop^ that offldals at the Public Worlu Ministry will redress this 
problra as soon as possible. 

On the other hand, looking at lighting columns in the area, many 
require maintenance and have been out of order rince a long time ago. 
He said that such sAviees req uire regular maintenance to li^t the area. 
He also hop^ for more efforts in numbering the area blocks and plots 
for better guidance. 

AJi Jasem stated that Jleeb Shuyookh Co-operative Sodety is fully 
serving its purpose. He praised the level ofprices compared with prices 
offered at Other co-opmtive societies in the country. Headded that it is 
highly beneSdaJ that it stays open 24 hours a day. 


He pointed out that the public garden opposite the co-operative has 
been neglected for a long time. He hoped that ofllcials wul provide it 
with more care and security due to the fact that it is the only garden in 
the area which most families consider as a recreation area. 

He believes that it would be much better if members of the board of 
the society were elected by the government with ibeco-ordination of the 
Co-operative Societies Union. He added that the current situation 
suffers many tribal disputes related to membership.

Dr Bader AI Yacoub from the 
Faculty of Law of Kuwait 
University said that Kuwaiti 
laws cope with latest soentific 
and medical ^vdopments in the 
field of organ trangJantB. The 
laws allow and enconraga the 
donation of organs acemdin^ to 
Muslim scholw and speciahsed 
Islamic bodies, provided these 
donations are not commeedd- 
ised. Further, organs cannot be 
donated, if the act would harm 
the health of the donor. A tew 
was issued in 1 987 to organise Ae 
issue of donation of human 
organs, Yacoub said.

“NO one in the whole world 
turns his employee into a' slave 
^ mins his iirefor the sake of a 
little a moun t oFmoney and spon- 
sors should have sympathy for 
their employees, said a Sri Lan- 
kan worker A.S. Surasna. 

Suwna, who was duped by a 
• recruitment agency in his coun- 
try, told the Arab lunes that he is 
facing hard times with his spon- 
sor. 

Surasna's personal documents 
were confiscated by his sponsor 
and he was not paid for several 
monpis. The worker who is a 
q ual ifi e d technician, wasebeated 
by the recruitment agency who 
sent him to Kuwait as a driver 
without telling him about his job 
here. Surasna was shock^ when 
he came here and found out that 
he would be working as a driver 
at his employer's house. 

Being a inept as a driver, 
Surasna says he was beaten by his 
^nsor. The lightened worker 
^d that his embassy is negotiat- 
' ing with his sponsor to sort out 
the probl^ and send him back 
home while his employer 
on making him work for his fare. 

“My sponsor beat me several 
times and refused to give me my 
pas^it, because I refused to 
work with him as a driver" 
Surasna said. Funds were raised 
by his community to help and 
send him back home. Surasna

He added tha^'- 
he preferred not to file a case 
against his sponsor because he 
was told it would take a long time 
in court. 

Trauma 

Another 22 Sri Lankan clean- 
ers suffered the trauma of non- 
payment followed by the threat 
of deportation during April last 
year. Workers not for two. 
months insisted cm not signing 
any j^edge with the company. 
Th^ passports and other pCT- 
sonal documents were not with 
them to prove thdr residence in 
Kuwait. 

These workers sou^t the ass- 
istance of die Ministry of Socia] 
Affairs and Labour to get their 
dues and residence that have not 
bera provided to them since their 
arrival Their sponsor says that 
they are liars and claim^ they 
were b^g paid regularly. The 
cleaners' monthly s^aries range 
frenn KD2S to 35. 

An official at the Sri Lmikan 
embassy said that workers com- 
prise 30 per cent of the 90,000 Sri 
T jiwkftn community in KuwraiL, 
who mainly work in cleaning 
companies, electric firms, road 
works and construction com- 
panies. 

He added that around lOto IS 
complaints are^received daily by 
the embassy for non-payment 
and of residence. The 

embassy tries to contact the 
sponsor and sort out the 
problem. If they fail, the com- 
plaint is filed at the Ministry of 
Social Affairs and Labour, if the 


case remains unsolved it is then 
referred to court. 

The official said that workers 
aith low wa^ cannot pay for 
lawyers and the embas^ cannot 
do much because thi^ came from 
Colombo to Kuwait through an 
agent without the Imowled^ of 
the embas^ here. However, the 
embasQf tries to hdp them. 

He added that recruiting agen- 
cies in Sri Lanka ineluding 
Kuwait are unlicenced, resulting 
in workers felling prey to feese 
unscrupulous people by thirir 
false promises. Most of these 
workers are illiterate and are 
seeking better jobs outside tbeir 
country. The result is ex^oita- 
tion at ^«rydieapwagesfor large 
numbers due to the feet that 
there is no ban on travelling 
abroad. 

AMeraatfves 

The official ad^ that other 
alternatives should be sought 
such as a ban on die travel of 
large numbers and allow other 
alternatives for economic 
employment avenues to workers 
in their country, llie outflow of 
workers to the Middle East 
should also be regulated, he said. 

He said that it is very difficult

He added that the main 
problems for workers here are 
ooD-rayment, under-rayinent 
and delay of payment Most of 
the workers who come to us with 
complaints are not oiriy concer- 
ned about the quantum but also 
about non-payment.

He said that in 1988 tiu: total 
number of Egyptians working 
here was 1 6 1 .875 until the follow- 
ing breakdown: 42,212 technical, 
23.346 clerical, 15317 services, 
5,^1 agricultural, '47;)73 fac- 
tory and 1,396 in managerial 
jobs. However the total number 
hari increased in 1 989. 

Sultan added that in 1989, 
around 1000 cases or more 
sought help from the consulate 
for non-payment ornon-transfer 
efresidenoe. Most oftiwse work- 
ers were either engineers or 
workers in construction com- 
panies with low payment of three 
and a half dinars pct day. 

The offidal said that problems 
start when some workers are not 
and fall under the apparent 
mjustice of fee sponsor. In addi- 
tion to that, many cannot irans- 
fer their residence, which is 
almys interpreted in favour of 
the employer. 

He add^ that the Egyptian 
consulate looks after the 
interests ofits pecn^and follows 
fe^ comj^aints. Those who left 
without getting their dues can 
grant a power of attorney to fee 
consulate to follow up their 
cases. 

Now studies in Egypt are 
underway to protect fee rights 
and dignity of workers abroad 
and find a balance between Lite 
cost of the work performed and 
fee worker's wages. The study 
will focus on addressing the 
phenomena of duped workers 
through false contracts known in 
the Gulf area as a no-objection 


visa. The official said feat a real 
balance in the relation between 
the worker and his employer is 
required. 

Meatures 

The Assistant Undersecreta^ 
for Labour Affairs at the Minis- 
try ofSocial Affairs and Labour, 
Mohamed Al Shabnan, ackn- 
owledged that delay in payment 
of workers* wages in the last few 
years by some companies was 
due to economic drcumstances. 

To redress tiiis issue, tile iiunis- 
Uy has implemented fee follow- 
ingmeasuiBs: 

Settle such disputes amicably 
orre&rthem tolabour court, and 
ID the final analysis boycott deal- 
ing wife such firms. 

Regarding the non-payment 
of workers, the ministry issued a 
decree NV. 89/1989 which 
stipulates ih<uc\ei> firm recruit- 
itig workers from abroad should

Speaking on fee transfer of 
residence, the official said feat 
this can be done after the worker 
has been employed for a min- 
imum period of three years wife 
the same sponsor. Whenever 
problems arise, the case is 
referred to the Residence Dqar- 
tment for a gradual decision, the 
official said. 

He added that since the 
implementation of the Labour 
Law m 1964, no fees are diarged 
fcH- any case filed by an employee 
and these cases are quickly 
processed. In this resp^ ti» 
Labour Court at the Mmistry of 
Social AJfairs and Labour <^y 
deals wife labour disputes and to 
facilitate speeding up the 
process, a special judge is 
appointed at the Court of First 
Instance. 

In some exceptional cases, 
delays do occur which result 
from the need ' for fjDancial 
experts to undertake an ia-deptb 
study, the offidal said. 

Shabnan. in an interview wife

Education Ministry 
protects teachers 

EDUCATION Minister Anwar Al Nouri has endorsed decision revis- 
ing a ^use under the curreat code on private education, whereby 
arolicants for ticences to set up mivate schools will have to submit a 
Vandal guarantee from a local bank. 

Under fee revised clause, schools wiO be obHged to submit a finandfl i 
guarantee uni^ three catteries. Ftm if the propo^ school should 
contain l^m 1 to 500 students the guarantee value will be 11^3000, 
from SOI to 1000 students fee guarantee value shall be KD6000 and 
from 1001 stud^ ts upwards the guarantee valne shall be KD7000. 

The second ar&le stipulates that the school owner shall have to 
submit a written statement to the ministry entitling it to wifedraw fee 
guarantee, partly or wholly, with the right to take the legal, adminis- 
trative and miaiuial measures deemM neoessa^ in the case offaihire by 
fee sdiool owner to pay salaries ofhis teaching staffand membersof 
the s^o^ adniinistratioa. 

The article also entitled the ministry to decide to take necessary 
nwasures a^nst failure by fee school owner to make the necessary 
repain Or ^ihe existing shortages, in implementation of article seven 
ofthe draaon. Additionally, fee ministry has the right to revoke fee 
li ffnfT, withdraw fee finaoci^ guarantee and payment of all finanesai 
dues to students or s^ool staff. 

The decision also provided for stipulating the tuition fees applicable 
to foreign sdioote implementing fee American education system, in line 
wife the schools where the system is based on the Britife 
system.

working in the private sector. 

He said that the ministry tries 
to create a bdance between the 
needs of the local market for 
manpower and the sodai and 
security risks ttot occur from the 
increasing number of workers 
who are not re^y necessary. 

la a recent interview wife the 
Arab Tunes, Shabnan said that 
labour regulations issued last 
year to r^ulaie ihe labourers in 
fee private sector have adversely 
affected the flow of expatriates 
into fee country. Only lOsectors 
in fee private sector can recruit 
foreign labourers. However, 
other factors iniluencing the flow 
of expatriate manpower to 
Kuwait origiiiate from outside 
fee ministry. 

He addra that about 64,000 
expatriate labourers entered 
Kuwait for fee first time in. 1988 
and over 27,800 left fee country 
permanently. This leaves a nett 
of about 36,200 labourers who 
added to expatriate manpower 
during 1988. 

He s^ that fee number of 
expatriate immigrants to Kuwait 
and feeirmovements are influen- 
ced by a numbn of factors, some 
determined and con troUed by fee 
Ministry of SocM Affairs and 
Labour. 

The Ministry of Social Affairs 
iod Labour's measures to 
protect labourers in fee private 
sector tegarding security deposit 
states that this amount of money 
should be provided in the form of 
a bank guarantee issued by a 
Kuwaiti bank to the concerned 
labour department.

On the matter of transfer of 
labour residence. Article 16 of 
the new regulations ofthe labour 
law states feat: Any labour per- 
mit issued in reflect of a labourer 
to serve a certain employer shall 
not be iransferred to another 
employer before at least three 
years, whether such a labourer 
was brought from abroad or 
locally employed. The validity of 
relevant duration shall com- 
mence to run wife effect from fee 
date ofissuing fee labour permit. 

In the event of terminating the 
employment contract concluded 
between employer and labourer 
wi thin this period for any reason 
whatsoever, fee employer shall 
be held liable for the repatriation 
of such labourer, even if he/she is 
locally employed. 

With regard to government 
projects, labourers shall not be 
transferred from one employer 
to another during the valid 
period of fee contract, even if it 
exceeds the duration provided 
for herein ^fore, save in the case 
of project contract withdrawal 
from the principal contractor, 
for re-adjudication in the favour 
of another contractor. 

Labourers may then be trans- 
ferred to fee latter, without 
applying fee duration condition 
sUpulatM hereof. 

Upon fee expiry of feegovem- 
ment contract, fee employer may 
transfer such labourers to 
another employer of a sunilar 
project, or repatriate them pur- 
suant to iheprovisions of this 
resolution. This minister may 
exempt any person, as he deems 
appropriate, from fee condition 
of the duration stipulated in this 
article. 

. Article ITstatesthattbeminis- 
Lry may exempt those who have 
been residing in Kuwait for a 
constant period of 1 0 years from 
fee provisioa of the duration 
stipulated in the proceeding arti- 
'cle; if the relevimt ' labour con- 
tract has been tenninated under 
the consent of the emplo3rcT con- 
cern^ or in accordance wife fee 
provisons of either Article 57 or 
Article 59 of the Mvaie Sector 
Labour Law. 

The Director of Expert's 
D^nitment at fee Ministry of 
Justice, Khalid A. Al Mudbaf, 


told the Arab Times that the 
number of labour cases wife the 
Xpert's Department at the min- 
istry was 1,546 last year corn- 
par^ to 1.598 in 1988. 

He said that those cases con- 
cerned wages of labourers and 
added that not so long ago cases 
of this concern would lake up to 
more than one year when 
referred to the expert's depart- 
ment. Fortunately now, due to 
fee increase in the number of 
experts and fee new decree of the 
Justice minister in Nov 1988, 
such cases will take four months 
maximum. The number of 
experts in the department 
increased to 28 since 1987. Thus 
the expen's depanment and the 
ministry gives priority to labour 
cases. 

The official suid that after 
labour cases are referred from 
fee court to fee departmeol, a 
specialised expert immediately 
fixes appointments for concer- 
ned parties to discuss and submit 
their documents. .At the end, the 
expen will proride thecoun with 
a flailed repori. These reports, 
however are not binding on fee 
coun. 

Mudhaf stressed that the role 
of the department concerning 
labour disputes is based on 
labour law of the private sector. 
*nie new regulations of labour 
law are directed at regulating 
residence affairs and are not 
under fee depanment's affairs. 

He added that the number of 
cases for change of residence did 
not increase in 1 989 as compared 
to 1988. 

The official concluded that the 
expert's department concen- 
trates on entiilemenis and dues 
on cases referred to it by fee 
pertinent court. 

Lawyer Khalid Taher said feat 
fee second work contract does 
not stipulate that it cancels the 
firsL it is regarded as it com- 
plements fee first one. 

He added that if both con- 
tracts are submilled before the 
court then the judge may 
approve the contract that is in 
favour of fee labourer. 

Taher stressed that signing a 
work contract should m done 
through a legal adviser or 
throu^ fee embassy to avoid 
any fulureeproblems. He added 
that any worker whose residence 
is cancelled w^e tlte erne, is in 
process can pel' a ctii^.cate » 
ned from the court, with full 
details alter each session to sub- 
mit it to the concerned aufe- 
orities/immigration Adminis- 
tration and fee Ministry of Sodai 
Affairs) aslui^ for permisrion to 
extend his residence.

SLA act as 
Israeli proxies 

MARJAYOUN. Lebanoo, (Reuter): Tfae 2.S00 Christian, MusHm and Dnize 
fighters of the Soudi Lebanon Arew are Lebanese, but the welcome at the 

headquarters of the militia is in Hebrew. 

OfGdaDy, Israel keeps up a pretence of independenoe for the SLA, portraying 
it a local seif-defenoe force that shares IstmU interest in halting Palestinian 
and LebMese Shiite Muslim attacks. 

Butfrom training tot^uipmnt and salaries Israel's supportfor the SLA is so 
ali-encompassing that it is certain to keep soldiers oftlw Jewish state in Lebanon 
for the inde^te fumre. 

day we will be facing only Lebanese opponents, we will be able to do 
without IDF (Israel Defence Force) si^rpoit," SLA commander Ceneral 
Antoine Labd told reporters on a recent visit. 

Israel, which established the SLA in 1985 to protect its northern border, will 
continue to bKk its own militia in a country tuIm by rival warlords enmesh^ in 
ever-shifting foreign alliances. 

Unusually for a Lebanese militia, the SLA crosses religious divides. It is 
rougUy half-Christian and one-third Shiite, with the remainder Druze and 
Sunni Muslims. Most officers are Chiistain. 

But the greeting over the entrance of the SLA base in the town ofMariByoun. 
'‘Welcome to IDF and SLA headquarters in the security zone," is in Hebrew. 
Dw Arabic-speaking SLA officers glance towards Israeli escorts for approval 
before answering reporters' questions. 

It’s our area,” an Isradi officer said 
when pressed about SLA indqiendence. ‘Hiere is not a militia or armed group 
in t.^b)»non that is on its own.” 

bradi strino are most obvious in paying the bills. On top of $2.7 million 
annually in muitia salaries, the Jewish state even provides a grut to buy food for 
the SLA because the Lebanese did not like the supplies tend initially provided.

Officials give few detailsof the Israeli role in the four-to 12-km-wide (three-to 
d^t-mile) strip, but they nm tb^ own patrols, maintain thdr own outposts 
and keep a dose watch over their SLA aDies. 

Israeli officials sa^ the SLA is free to retaliate for attadcs but consults Israel 
before initiating action. Since some SLA positions adjmn Syrian lines, the leash 
is ti^tiy held. 

Israel also runs a civfl administration, the same title used in its occupation of 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip. Nearly $4 million a year bdps mamtam the 
primitive infrastructure of a war-batteied region that is devem even of tel^ 
phones. 

Israd denies any intoest in permanent control but there is no question of it 
withdrawing in the foreseeable fiitnre. 

By the Isradi measure of success — eosuriiig Palestinian comtnandos do not 
penetrate their border — the arrangement has worked. 


Soviets allow 
Hebrew teaching 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, (Reuter): Members of a Soviet Jewish group who 
once had to work in secret, fadng prison for teacbmg Hd>rew, say they are now 
operating openly with the blessing of Soviet authorities. 

Teachers in tbeMachanaim group who immigrated to Israd say they study at 
a leading Occupied Jerusalem rabbimcai college, then return to the Soviet 
Union to tiainlMdersforaJewishcommunity they say hasonly ISrabbisforan 
estimated two million people. 

Machanaim's Pinhas Polonsl^ told Reuters that a few years ago Moscow 
police threatened him with imprisonment for giving Hebrew lessons. 

Now an Israeli citizen, Polonsky returned to his old home in the Soviet Union 
recently to find President Mikhail ^rbachev’s reforms have a 

religious revival in which Jews are thirsting for knowledge of their roots and 
ritual 

Walking throu^ central Moscow, his skullcap and fringed ritual vest quickly 
drew a crowd of Jews eager for information on rdigioiu2oriism and Israd. be 
told Reuters. 

‘'One man came up to me and wdiiqiered, *8X6 you from over there (Israd)? 
"he said. 

"I said yes and he asked a question, my answer brou^t another question and 
when be beard 1 wasn't whispering be started to speu aloud. In five minutes 
there was a crowd of 1 5 people roimd u$ in the middle of the street adting for 
infonnatiou,” he said. 

Leading Isradi rabbis met Soviet officials in Moscow last May and obtained 
permisrion to train Soviet Jews as teacher^ preachers and cooimimity leaders. 
Jerusalem’s Fiscal Institute started preparing Macbanaim activists for the job in 
November. 

Tbe Macharosm graduates will serve in the Soviet Union as visiting teachers, 
while the 15 home-grown Soviet rabbis will study iu Jerusalem during the 
soinmd.

Armenians, Azerbaijanis clash in Baku 


Soviet south belligerence rekindled 


MOSCOW, (Reuter): "There were too many mur- 
ders for records to be kept, and too many to be 
forgotten by thesemeiciliesseiiemies,” an eyewitness 
wrote of fighting between Armenians aind Azer- 
bdjanis in die Caspian Sea port ofBaku. 

At least 34 praple died in two nights of burning, 
looting and killing in Azerbaijan's capital last week- 
end but the eyewitness account is of events 8S years 
ago, when thousands died in a two-week orgy of 
violeoce amid blazing oil fields. 

History is repeati^ itself in the Soviet south 
where an age-old bitterness bom of racial and 
reli^ous anta^nism has erupted again into blood- 
shed between the mainly Christian Armenians and 
Muslim Azerbaijarus. 

Time and time ^ain — in 1818, 1905, 1918, 1988 
and now 1990 — the two sides have turned to 
violence to-setde fends. Bat their lasting enmity has 
defied setti^enL. ^en with the proMem-solvhig 
Krills ’oT Sowrflfead^Mtkhail Gorbachev. 

Ndthitr Amenta nor A 2 Brb^jan,'wbjcb sit side- 
by-si^ in the Caucasus mountains fonning the 
Soviet Union's southero border with Turkey and 
Ir^ has had a durable independent state in modem 
times. 

In the 1800s both people's ancestral lands were 
divided between two mwers. 

Armenia, often called the world’s oldest Christian 
nation, was split between Russia and Turkey, while 
Azerbaijan, Muslim since the seventh century, was 
divided between Russia and Iran. 

But within the borders of first the Russian empire 
and the Soviet Union, both peoples continued 

to claim several of the same territories as their own. 
The best Imown is Nagorno-Karabakh, an Armen- 
ian enclave within Azerbafian which is at the centre 


of the current dilute. 

While they have often lived together in the same 
communities, espedally in the Azerbaijani capital 
Baku after it became an oil city of intemationa] 
importance at the turn of the centi^, they have 
zealously guarded their own traditions against 
encroachment by the other. 

Against this background^ violence has broken out 
repeatedly, with each side usually blaming the other 
for starting it 

“No human being can even cLasrify or analyse the 
multitude of versions of the start of these mas- 
sacres,” wrote J. D. Henry, a tum-of-the-oentury 
journalist who wrote a book about the 1 905 blood- 
bath in Baku. 

“1 unhesitatingly declare that no one can put 
fomaid a t^iy ti^t will be universally ao^ted as 
troe. Baku is the^hoMied -of'Wild-tl^riesv^nn^ 
representations and lies,” he wrote in a passage 
hioderrijbuniaUsts'<^>a{^»edatoi^ 

Among the contributing factors he listed labour 
unrest and economic rivalry. Most ofthe workers in 
the oil fields were Azeris while among the ridi oil 
company bosses there were many Ar menians . 

In 1918, in the vacuum left by the collapse ofthe 
Russian empire, both enjoyed brief independence 
and fought each other over Nagorno-Karabakh, an 
attractive upland farming area occuping about' 
1 ,700 square miles (4,400 square km) rou^y mid- 
vfay between Baku and Yerevan, the Annenian 
capital. 

The same piece ofland, with its lidi vineyards and 
vtlla^ perched on mountainades, was the scene of 
another bloodletting between the two peoities from 
1818 to 1820. 

Moscow gave it to Azerbaijan in 1924 but the

But the weekend violence in Balni, whidi broke 
out after an A^b^jahi natiofnalist rally degen- 
erated into an anti-Annenian witdihunt appeared 
to be much worse.

OTTAWA, (UPI): Western legal experts praise the 
shift to democracy in Eastern Europe but warn the 
change may be meaningless unless it is accompanied 
by legislative and judidal reforms guaranteeing 
h uman rights.

— Czechoslovakia: the government has restored 
freedom to worship and assemble to practise 
religious beliefs. Czechoslovaks also are finra rather 
than imprisoned for attempting to leave the country 
illegally. 

— East Germany: there are plans to scrap sectionsof 
criminal code d^ing with treasonable activity u^ 
to punish those who criticized the government or 


— Soviet UasoK laws restricting fieedcmi of expres- 
sion were abolished in July 1 989, a former Bu^uest 
attorney, said the justice system in his homejand will 
be reformed if the communists are stripped of 
power.

Romania faces an uphill task to rebuild 


BUCHAREST. ( Reuier): Romania's future is like a giant 
and complicated jigsaw puzzle with everyone senunbiing 
to put the pieces in place. 

Less than a month after a bloody revolution ousted 
communist dictator Nicoiae Ceausescu, new leaders face 
mounting problems as they try to build democracy and 
reshape a Mattered economy. 

“They face a hell of a job to start democracy. People are 
asking, what is democracy? How does it work?' a senior 
Western diplomat said. 

‘The economy is very bad.” be added. “Tbey are prac- 
tically starting from scratch again and are hoping to get 
through tfae winter without diflicuities.’' 

The Soviet Union and Western countries have ofTered 
assistance and co-aperaiion. but hard times still lie ahead. 

Romanian and western analysts warn that the country 
faces a bad bout of inflation as a “ooid wind of the marker 
place.” blows through the economy. 

Many factories are reported at a standstill with workers' 
pay due — raising the prospect ofthe government printing 
money to coyer costs. 

Prime Minister Petre Roman described the economy at 


the weekend as disaster, and there is a serious energy crisis. 

Romanians were badly shaken by a noisy draonstra- 
cion in central Bucharest last Fritby during wUcb the 
ruling National Salvation Front in to mob role, 
outlawing the Conununist Par^and promisinga referen- 
dum on capital ptmishment whia it abolished on January 

Interim President ion lliescu announed only 24 hours 
later that the death penalty and the future of the party 
would be put to a plebiscite on January 28. 

The abrupt about-face reinforced fears that tfae front 
was failing to come to grips with the country's proUems. 

The date for the country's first free eiections m 43 years 
is also in doubt. The Front pledged them for April but they 
could be put ofT until September at the request of Qedgling 
poliiicaJ parties seeking more time to organise. 

Six political parties have been registered, ranging from 
the National Peasants' Party founded in 1868 and the 
Liberal Party* formed 20 years earlier, to a modern ftcolog- 
ists party.

The meeting, scheduled for 
Jan 24, will be the first top-level 
encounter between Israeli and 
l^yptian officials since Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin held 
talks with Mubarak in Cairo in 
September. 

Peres ^kesman Avi Gil said 
the Middle East peace process 
will be at the top of the agenda. 
He would not elaborate, saying 
only “when you're in Egypt, you 
don't just talk about the 
pyramids.'* 

Gil said Peres, fmanoe minister 
and leader of the center-left 
Labour pa^, had co-ordinated 
the visit wi^ Foreign Minister 
Moshe Arens of the rigjit-wing 
Likud Bloc. 

In a related development. 
Deputy Foreign Minister Ben- 
jamin Netanyahu quoted US 
Secretary ofStateJames Bakeras 
saying a trilateral meeting bet- 
ween Baker and the foreign mini- 
sters of Egypt and Israel could 
take place in Washington by the 
endofFebni^. 

The Israeli officials reacted 
with apprehension to a proposal 
from Republican senate min- 
ority leader Rob^ Dole to cut 
aid to Israel and four other coun- 
tries hy five'pCT cent and divert ' 
the funds to help new 
democrades in Eastern Europe.

BAGHDAD, Jan 17, (Agendes): Yasser Arafat 
said today Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak

The PLO chairman said Shazmr's claim on the 
status of the occupied territories poses a threat to 
Palestinians, Ar^ and the international com- 
munity. 

”We (the Palestinians) are going on with our 
Instance to the Israeli ooci^tion ... but it is a 
challenge to all Arabs which we should con- 
front,'' Arafat said. 

Shamir declared on Monday that Israel needs 
to retain the West Bank and Gaza, the focal 
points of the Middle East conflict, to settle an 
influx of Jewish immigrants from the Soviet 
Union. 

"For a large immigration we need the land of 
Israel, a great and strong Israel,'* Shamir told the 
Likud. “We will need a lot of pboe to absorb 
everybody.” 

The term “land of Israel” is used by members 
of the right-wing Likud bloc in references to 
Israel and the occupied territories, which were 
captured friim Jordan mid Egypt by Israel in 
1967. 

Arafat bitteriy criticised what he described as 
“Arab impotence to stand up to Israeli 
arrogance.”

Voicker urges China to keep economy open

BEIJING, Jan 17, (Agencies): Former 
U$ Federal Reserve board chairman 
Paul A. Voicker urged China to^y to 
keep its economy open to the world. 

Voicker, guest speaker at a three-day 
conference on central banking, said he 
hop^ China's open-door policy would 
continue because international co- 
operation in monetary matters was 
"irrelevant if you have a dosed 
society." 

The conference, sponsored by the 
UN Development Progamme, the 
International Monetary Fund and the 
People's Bank of China, focused on 
such areas as die role of monetary 
policy and the functions of the Central 


Bank. 

Chen Yuan, deputy governor of the 
People's Bank, China's central bank, 
told a news conference that one thing 
learned from Voicker and other par- 
ticipants was “how to resist strong 
demand for funds from local govern- 
ments and enterpnses.** 

Voicker, head of the Fed fcom 1979 
to 1987. was known for sticking to a 
tight money policy in the face of ^ng 
political pressure in a winning battle 
against itulation. . . 

In late 1988, China began restnetmg 
credit and took other austerity 
measures in a drive to bring inflation 


under control. 

The government succeeded by late 
1989 in bringing the inflation rate 
under 10 per cent, compared to 30 per 
cent a year earlier, but at a cost of rising 
unemployment and thousands of fac- 
tories having to shut down or reduce 
l»oduction because of lack of operat- 
ing funds. 

"In the long run, inflation is destruc- 
tive for growth and unemployment" 
said Voicker, who now teaches econ- 
omic policy at Princeton University. 
^There's a great deal to be smd for 
^ving priority to stabilizing prices." 

Chen acknowledged that ui^r the

Trade deficit widens 


WASHINGTON, Jan 17, (AP): 
The US foreign trade defidt 
widened in November to S10.5 
billion, its worst showing in 1 1 
months, the government repor- 
ted today. 

The Commerce Department 
smd that while imports declined 
by SS93 million to S40.69 billion, 
US exports dropped a larger 
$843 million to $30.19 billion. 
The ti^e defidt is the difference 
between imports and exports. 

The government blamed much 
of the setback on the Boeing air- 
crait strike, which severely cut 
into exp<^ of expensive com- 
merdal airliners. 

But private analysts were stiU 
disheartened by the deficit 
figure. Many had been looking 
for a ^^t improve^nt follow- 
ing a sharp deterioriation in 
October. . 

The October trade deficit 
totalled S10.2S billion. Both 
October and November 
represented the worst perfo^ 
mance sinceaSlO.8 billion defidt 
in December 1988. 

For the first 11 months of 
1 989. the US trade defidt ^ at 
an a Ti filial rate of S1 1 1 billion, 
compared with a deficit of 
SI 18.53 union in all of 1988. 

Many economists believe that 
the US foreign trade defidt will 
increase in 1990, reverring a two- 
year trend of improvements.

WHAT docs the Hindi cfnamn 
have to riiow for the year that just 
vrent by?l Quantity-wise there 
were abobt 140 fl&ts, some of

F ather acts, 
son directs 

HOLLYWOOD, (UPt): It doesn't happen often that a son directs his 
distinguished father in a movie, but such is the case in the Charhon 
Heaton family. 

Precedent was set by the young John Huston, who directed his father 
Walter to an Oscar for best supporting actor in “The Treasure Of Tbe 
Sierra Madre” back in 1948. 

Now comes Fraser Heston, a successful screenwriter, who tackles his 
ftm diiecaorial assignment with the Turner network's production of the 
I Robert Louis Stevenson classic “Treasure Island.” to be broadcast Jan 
22 . 

His father. Academy award-winning actor Charlton Heston, stars in 
' thefoleofL^JohnSilvcr.

CAPE TOWN, (Reuter): Eight thousand 
yoi^ ulilte South A/ricans swayed to the 
African riiythms of Johnny Clegg’s band 
Savuka and sang tbedr hearts out for Nel- 
sonMandria. 

Almost all of the mainly teenage crowd 
seemed to know the op^ng line ofCTlegg's 
tribute to the jailed African National Con- 
gress (ANC) leader — “AsimbOnaog 
'Umandda' (we have not seen Mandela) 
— and sang it with eothusum. 

Later in the show, a dress rehearsal for a 
world tour starting in West Cenwy on 
January 21 and sc^uled to end in Mos- 
cow, they waved their arms as they sang 
with him; ”Oneman, one vote... our future 
gnarant^.” * 

Clegg, 36, believes he is the only 
murioan in ^uth Africa who is maidog 
the white youth ring about ideas that 
would have been uotmnkable and proba- 
bly ill^al just months ago. 

He hopes that by sisgmg these ideas they 
will come to aceqpt them and ultimately 
practise them. too. 

“1 think there are rivo South Africas,'* 
Clegg told Reuters in an interview after the 
sell-oui show in Cape Town's biggest hall, 
known as tbe Coc^ Hope Centre. 

“One is the old South Africa struggling 


to survive and the other is a new South 
Africa struggling to get bom. 1 love tbe 
new one and that is the country. I ring 
about,” be said in between gulps of a cold 
beer as the sweat of two hours on stage 
rolled ofrhim. 

Clegg made his name playing to black 
audiences in the red dirt arenas of Soweto, 
tbe country’s biggest black township near 
Johaimesburg.

“1 don’t need any ladai group’s ackn- 
owledgeanent as a radal group. I look at 
South Africans as just peoi«. But the 
mesage I have is superfluous in tbe town- 
ships.

O’Toole lays ghosts to rest 





Stars as a gentle father in new movie ‘Hed Piper’ 


REFORMED hell-raiser of 
stage and screen Peter O'Toole 
has laid a few ghosts ofhis past to 
rest by starriiw as a gentle father 
is his latest nlm. And the top 
actor, who recently won joint 
custody of his beloved son Lor- 
can after a bitter love-tug battle 
with his estranged wife Karen, 
now says that noth^ in life is 
more bnportant to him than diil- 
drra. 

‘ OToole, aged 57, plays a Ida- 
dly English gentleman who res- 
cues a band of children duiug 
the war in the Cranada film Pied 
Piper. 

And the ^unt, gr^-hair^ 
actor, whose limpid blue eyes still 
have the intension of the pas^n- 
ate s creen hero who stole hearts 
as Lawrence of Arabia nearly 30 
years ago, said; “1 took the part 
so I could act with children. I can 
think of nothing more worthy in 
life than children — they ^ve so 
much." 

He added: '*Makin| this film 
brought back memones of my 
own childhood in Yorkshire, 
when 1 was evacuated to the 
country lo escape the bombing 
during World War Two. Because 
all this had such a profound 
effect on me, i can understand 
children's anguish." 

OToole insists that his rq^uta- 
tion as a wild-eyed, flamboyant 
Irish eccentric is all in hb drink- 


And the most important thing 
in his life is seven-year-old Lor- 
can, whose name is Gaelic for 
Lawrence after OToole's most 
famous n>le, and his two grown 
up daughters from his first 
marriage to Sian Phillips, actres-

And the 
innocents are always best reflec- 
ts in children." 

He went on: "Peter also talked 
quite a lot about his experiences 
during the Blitz. I suppose in a 
way, the film was a catharsis for 
him." 

Filming of Pied Piper, which 
alsostars American actress Mare 
Winni ngham. may have reawak- 
ened painftil memories of the 
Blitz for O'Toole. But his caring 
approach with his young oo- 
stats, including Alistair Hal^, 
Clare Drummond and David 
Newton-Schmitl, brought the 


whole cast closer together. 

OToole said: " It was exhaust- 
ing, but fun. Children become 
totally immersed in th^ charac- 
ters. Their sensitivity is very 
moving. Marlon Brando was 
right when be said that an actor 
could team a lot from watching 
Itids play. Childhood is the most 
beautifiU thing that can exist on 
’ this earth. 

"Some of my own childhood 
memories are burtfii]. When I 
was about ei^t years old, I 
remember hearing the bomtmig 
and seeing barrage balloons dur- 
ing the war." 

OToole, who has starred in 
more than 30 popular films and 
was a blue-eyed blonde scr een 
idol during the Sixties and Seven- 
ties, went on: haven't kqit in 

touch with the people who 
looked after me as an evacuee in 
the Lincolnshire countryside. 
They seemed to think I was a 
difficult child — although 1 
didn't think 1 was." 

After his own childhood 
experiences, O'Toole seems 
determined to give the children in 
his life as much love as possible. 
And that indudes his young co- 
stars. 

One of them, little fair-haired 
Henrietta Baker, who plays 
Anna, told me: “Peter was 
lovely. He played cricket with us 
and was not at all grumpy, like 
the man he plays, Mr Homud." 

O’Toole said: “I've grown 
attached to every one of lot 
They're all super little profes- 


aonals." 

OToole, who made his stage 
debut at the age of 17 and has 
been nominated for several 
Oscars, isstiU dose to his daught- 
ers. Hesaid: “Both my daughters 
ki^ an eye on me but they have 
tfaierown lives to lead. They have 
a wonder^ disrespect and great 
love that can come only from 
family. 

"i^id they even used to give 
me advice alx>ut girlfriends.” 

It >vas this desire for family 
closeness which made OToole 
desperate to keep his son before 
the custody case was resolved. 

O'Toole'and ex-modd Karen 
separated soon after the birth of 
thdr son. But OToole wanted to 
keep the son he had craved Torso 
mu^ that he even attempted to 
snatdi Lorcan from his mother 
in BemucU. When Karen took 
legal action to reclaim the boy, an 
acrimonious love-tug battle 
began. 

Once OToole refused to hand 
Lorcan back to his mother in 
America, after the actor had won . 
permission to bring the boy to 
England for a holiday. 

But the final result of the cus- 
tody case was that OToole keeps 
Lorcan for most of the year, 
while his mother has him for 
school holidays. And during one 
summer, OToole made up for 
the loss of Lorcan by being a 
feclier-type figure to his small 
fdlow actors, the children in Pied 
Piper.

It was invented in Italy, and played in France as 
early as the 13th century. A French king, Louis X. collapsed and

A poUoe truck with a water cannon drew up as people left the hall after the 
three-hour meeting, but the device was not us^ 

Municipal security officers tried to keep about half tbe crowd outside the hall, 
sayingit was already full, but the people burst in through double wooden doors. 

Outlawed flags of the African National Congress ( ANQ and South African 
communist parry were hung from balconies and a banner referring to English 
tour captain Mm Gattingsaid: “Gatuna — betting for blood money."
